Fall  Enrollment  Soars  to  Record  High  of  6,331 


10  New  Academic 
Departments  Set 

Northwestern's  academic  struc- 
ture has  been  expanded  by  Pres- 
ident Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick,  with 
the  number  of  academic  depart- 
ments being  increased  from  18  to 
28. 

Four  departments  have  been 
formed  from  what  was  formerly 
the  Department  of  Education. 
The  college  will  now  have  De- 
partments of  Elementary  Educa- 
tion, Secondary  Education,  Stu- 
dent Teaching  and  Educational 
Psychology   and  Guidance. 

Dr.  Lisso  Simmons,  who  has 
been  serving  as  head  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education,  will  be- 
come head  of  the  Department  of 
Elementary  Education.  The  Sec- 
ondary Education  Department 
will  be  headed  by  Dr.  Barney 
Kyzar. 

Named  as  chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Educational  Psychol- 
ogy and  Guidance  was  Dr.  Ray- 
mond McCoy.  The  new  head  of 
the  Student  Teaching  Depart- 
ment will  be  Dr.  William  A. 
Davis. 

Physical  Sciences  has  been  di- 
vided into  three  departments — 
Physics.  Chemistry  and  Geology. 

Department  heads  are  Dr.  Alan 
Ciosby,  chemistry;  Dr.  Eugene 
Clothiaux,  physics,  and  Dr.  John 
Waskom,  geology. 

Separate  departments  of  His- 
tory and  Sociology  have  been 
formed  from  the  Social  Sciences 
Department.  Dr.  Donald  Rawson 
will  head  the  Department  of  His- 
tory. The  position  as  head  of  so- 
ciology has  not  yet  been  filled. 

Replacing  Dr.  Yvonne  Phillips 
as  head  of  the  Department  of 
Social  Sciences  will  be  Dr.  Wil- 
liam B.  Knipmeyer.  Dr.  Phillips 
has  been  named  Director  of  the 
Louisiana  Studies  Institute. 

Dr.  James  N.  Davis  has  been 
appointed  head  of  the  newly- 
created  Department  of  Econom- 
ics. The  position  he  left  as  head 
of  the  Department  of  Business 
has  been  filled  by  Dr.  Roger 
Best. 

Another  change  in  the  School 
of  Business  is  the  formation  of 
the  Department  of  Accounting, 
being  headed  by  Dr.  Earl  G. 
Thames.  The  new  School  of  Bus- 
iness at  Northwestern  was  for- 
merly the  School  of  Applied  Arts 
and   Sciences. 

Dr.  Walter  L.  Mosley  has  been 
named  head  of  the  Department 
of  Languages.  Removed  from  the 
Department  of  Languages  were 
speech     and    journalism,     which 
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THIS  CHART  depicts  Northwestern's  astounding  growth  in  the  past  decade. 
Since  1957,  the  college  has  increased  by  279  percent.  This  year's  enrollment 
total  of  6,331  is  up  22  percent  over  last  year  and  is  the  largest  increase  in 
the  history  of  the  college.

22%  Increase 
Largest  Ever 

Northwestern's  fall  enrollment 
showed  th'j  largest  increase  in 
th'j  school's  history,  soaring  to 
6.331  for  an  all-time  record,  ac- 
cording to  President  Arnold  R. 
Kilpatrick. 

The  total  registration  figure  is 
an  increase  of  1,128  over  last 
fall's  enrollment  of  5,203.  This 
year's  enrollment  mark  is  a  jump 
of  22  per  cent  over  the  1966 
registration  figure. 

Both  the  percentage  increase 
and  the  additional  number  of 
students  are  the  largest  in  the 
83-year  history  of  the  college. 

Increases  were  evident  in  all 
five  schools  of  the  college.  The 
graduate  school  showed  the  larg- 
est hike  with  an  enrollment  of 
1,305  this  fall  as  compared  to  776 
last   year. 

The  School  of  Business  in- 
creased in  students  from  1.303 
last  year  to  1,553.  Other  figures 
by  schools  are  1,270  in  arts  and 
sciences,  1.850  in  education  and 
353  in  nursing. 

New  specialist  degrees  and  ex- 
panded program  offerings  are 
responsible  for  part  of  the  in- 
crease, particularly  in  the  41  per 
cent  jump  in  the  graduate  school. 

The  increase  in  enrollment  has 
been  felt  throughout  the  campus. 
Director  of  Housing  C.  L.  Starnes 
reports  that  3,377  students  are 
living  on  campus.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  more  than  200  over  last 
year,  and  is  the  largest  number 
of  students  ever  housed  on  the 
Northwestern   campus. 

Some  9,000  meals  a  day  are 
being  served  to  students  in  the 
college's  two  dining  facilities. 
The  3.200  students  holding  cam- 
pus meal  tickets  is  an  increase 
of  some  800  over  last  fall. 

The  college  book  store  has  sold 
31,000  books  since  registration, 
as  compared  to  some  23,000  last 
fall.  Class  supplies  sold  by  the 
book  store  have  tripled  over  last 
fall. 

In  the  past  decade  Northwest- 
ern's enrollment  has  grown  from 
2,270  in  1957  to  the  present  fig- 
ure of  6,331. 

Dr.  Kilpatrick  said,  "We  are 
indeed  proud  of  the  tremendous 
increase  in  enrollment  at  North-

New  Telephone 
System  in  Use 

Northwestern  switched  over  to 
the  new  Centrex  telephone  sys- 
tem this  fall,  increasing  its  tele- 
phone calling  capacity  by  more 
than   350   per   cent. 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
,said  that  under  the  new  system, 
students,  faculty  and  administra- 
tors will  be  able  to  place  and 
receive  intra-campus  as  well  as 
local  and  long  distance  calls 
without  the  aid  of  a  switchboard 
operator. 

Assigned  its  own  telephone 
prefix,  the  college  has  more  than 
1,500  telephones  in  operation  on 
the  campus. 

Southern  Bell  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  installed  the 
system.  A  building  has  been  con- 
structed near  the  Student  Union 
Building  to  house  the  system's 
console  and  other  equipment. 

New  lines  and  telephone 
equipment  have  been  installed 
across  the  campus.  Southern  Bell 
has  used  more  than  1,700  miles 
of  wire  in  the  initial  installation 
of  the  new  system. 

Plans  call  for  more  telephones 
to  be  installed  in  other  dormitory 
rooms  and  offices  later  in  the 
year.

Markers  to  be 
Put  on  Campus 

More  than  150  large  metal 
signs  v/ill  be  placed  on  the 
Northwastern  campus  this  fall  to 
identify   buildings   and   streets. 

Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick, 
Northwestern  president,  said  the 
steel  signs  have  been  ordered 
and  will  be  in  place  by  Novem- 
ber. 

The  signs,  featuring  a  purple 
background  with  white  lettering, 
will  be  used  in  the  future  to 
make  identification  of  sites  on 
the  campus  easier  for  both  stu- 
dents and  visitors. 

Signs  used  in  front  of  build- 
ings will  be  a  foot  deep  and  five 
wide.  The  purple  and  white  signs 
are  symbolic  of  the  school's  of- 
ficial colors. 

Street  signs,  exactly  like  traf- 
fic markers  used  in  cities 
throughout  the  nation,  will  be  six 
inches  deep  and  29  inches  wide. 
The  street  signs  will  have  reflec- 
tor lettering. 

Many  of  the  larger  buildings 
on  the  campus  will  have  the 
name  signs  at  two  or  three  en- 
trances for  easier  identification. 

Both  the  building  signs  and 
street  markers  will  be  placed  on 
10-foot  galvanized  tubular  posts. 
All  of  the  work  is  being  done  in 
keeping  with  the  standards  of 
the  college's  beautification  pro- 
gram. 

Kilpatrick  also  announced  the 
naming  of  the  new  street  off 
Sibley  Drive  which  circles  in 
front  of  the  new  men's  and 
women's  dormitories  and  the 
new  dining  hall.  The  street  lias 
been  labeled  Demon  Drive. 

The  Northwestern  president 
said  many  new  buildings,  new 
streets  and  other  physical  expan- 
sion has  made  better  marking  of 
campus  sites  a  necessity.

New  Education 
Center  Planned 


Work  will  begin  early  in  196a 
on  a  new  S2  million  teacher-edu- 
eation  center  at  Northwestern, 
which  will  be  the  only  one  of  its 
kind  in  the  state. 

Actually  four  round  buildings 
under  one  rcof.  ths  center  will 
include  facilities  recommended 
by  the  most  advanced  research- 
ers in  school  design.  President 
Kilpatrick  said  the  building  will 
present  a  "third  dimension  in 
teacher  education." 

The  center  will  provide  a  con- 
tinuous program  of  experimenta- 
tion in  learning,  which  is  pres- 
ently lacking  in  most  education 
programs  in  the  state,  said  Dr. 
Tcm  Paul  Southerland.  dean  of 
education. 

Learning  laboratories  which  to 
some  degree  replace  the  old-tim<. 
classroom  will  be  found  on  the 
circumferences  of  the  main  and 
lower  floors  of  two  of  the  foui 
buildings  and  on  the  upper  floor 
of  another. 

One  upper  floor  is  to  be  used 
for  observation  of  laboratory  ac- 
tivity  by   the  students. 

Supporting  these  laboratories 
will  be  the  research  and  servici 
center  which  will  house  child 
counseling  centers  and  special 
education  activities. 

Southerland  said  the  learninu 
laboratories  will  support  a  stronu 
undergraduate  program  in  teach- 
er education. 

To  be  included  in  the  building 
will  be  carpeting,  cross-media 
television,  visual  aids,  office-con- 
ference rooms  with  study  space 
and  teaching  machines. 

In  the  new  building,  any  learn- 
ing situation  can  be  televised 
and  video-taped  for  future  use. 


College  Now  Offering

How  the  Demons 
Got  Their  Name 

Many  alumni  have  asked  how 
Northwestern  came  to  be  called 
the  Demons.  Now  we  know. 

For  more  than  a  decade,  North- 
western athletic  teams  struggled 
along  on  the  gridiron,  basketball 
court  and  baseball  diamond  with- 
out a  name. 

In  1922,  college  leaders  decided 
that  it  was  not  befitting  to  the 
athletes  that  represented  what 
was  then  Normal  College  to  go 
nameless.  They  felt  that  the  ath- 
letic teams  should  have  a  name 
they  could  call  their  own,  "one 
that  embodied  their  indomitable 
spirit." 

President  V.  L.  Roy  and  Coach 
H.  Lee  Prather  decided  to  have 
a  contest,  open  to  all  students, 
for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a 
name  for  Northwestern  athletic 
teams.  The  contest  was  further 
stimulated  by  a  prize  of  $10  in 
cash,  offered  by  the  athletic  de- 
partment. 

Miss  Aileen  Ritter  and  Mr 
Truett  Scarborough  were  the 
winners. 

A  committee  narrowed  the  en- 
tries down  to  just  two  names — 
Braves  and  Demons.  A  vote  of 
the  student  body  on  the  names 
turned  into  an  overwhelming  vic- 
tory for  Demons. 

Among  names  submitted  were 
Spartans,  Lions,  Fighters,  War- 
riors, Chiefs,  Eagles,  Falcons, 
Boosters,  Sharks,  Gridiron 
Knights.  Bearcats,  Daredevils, 
Emperors,  Cannons,  Deers, 
Bucks,  Musketeers,  Invincibles, 
Big  Chiefs,  Panthers,  Indians, 
Giants,  Wolves.  Serpents,  Peli- 
i  cans.  Panthers,  Ground  Hogs, 
Royalists,  Victors,  Cyclops.  Drag- 
ons, Bloodhounds,  Terriers.  Cubs 
Professors,  Cannon  Balls.  Cava- 
liers, Leopards.  Redskins.  Pio- 
neers,  Wasps   and   Rattlesnakes.

Computer  System  Installed,  Now  Operating 


President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
has  announced  that  a  computing 
center  has  been  installed  on  the 
Northwestern  campus  for  use  in 
instruction,  research  and  admin- 
istration. 

The  IBM  1130  computing  sys- 
tem was  put  into  operation  this 
summer  and  became  available 
for  full-time  utilization  in  the 
fall. 

Bobby  R.  Waldron,  director  of 
the  computing  center,  said  the 
new  equipment  at  Northwestern 
recalls  words  at  a  rate  of  more 
than  250,000  a  second.  The  sys- 
tem has  a  core  storage  of  8.996 
16-unit  words  with  additional 
storage  of  512.000   words. 


A  removable  disk  cartridge  al- 
lows data  and  program  routines 
to  be  used  as  needed  with  ad- 
ditional cartridges  providing  vir- 
tually unlimited  storage,  avail- 
able whenever  required. 

Data  is  printed  at  a  rate  of 
80  lines  per  minute  while  all- 
numeric  120-character  lines  can 
be  printed  at  the  rate  of  110  lines 
per  minute. 

The  monitor  on  the  computing 
system  allows  the  user  to  assem- 
ble, compile  and  execute  individ- 
ual or  a  group  of  programs  with 
a  minimum  operator  interven- 
tion. 

One  of  the  outstanding  fea- 
tures of  the  system  is  the  Formu- 


la Translation,  a  programming 
language  which  allows  the  engi- 
neer and  .scientist  to  utilize  the 
computer  for  problem  solving 
with  only  a  slight  knowledge  of 
the  computer  and  a  relatively 
short   training  period. 

Kilpatrick  said  the  primary 
purpose  of  the  computing  system 
at  Northwestern  is  for  both  un- 
dergraduate and  graduate  in- 
struction. 

Cour.ses  in  computer  science 
offered  this  fall  by  various  de- 
partments include  programming, 
principles  of  digital  computers, 
computer  methods,  numerical 
analy.sis,  application  of  electronic

Loyd,  who  led  Northwestern  to 
the  national  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  and  NAIA  championships, 
was  almost  assured  of  a  berth  on 
the  1968  U.S.  Olympic  team  if  he 
performed  well  enough  in  the 
trials. 

The  top  six  gymnasts  in  the 
trials  were  selected  to  compete 
in  the  pre-Olympic  games  in 
Mexico  City. 

In  addition,  Northwestern's 
gymnastics  coach,  Armando  Ve- 
ga, was  chosen  to  be  a  judge  in 
the  pre-Olympic  games.  Only  two 
men  from  the  U.S.  were  named 
as  judge  in  the  pre-Olympic 
games.

Northwestern's  gymnastics 
team  has  been  working  out  year 
round  in  preparation  for  this 
year's  competition.  NSC  was  host 
last  spring  for  both  the  NAIA 
and  AAU  national  meets  and  was 
victorious  in  both.

Atkins  said  before  this  season

data     processing     and     computer 
electronics. 

Both  faculty  members  and  stu- 
dents will  be  allowed  to  use  the 
computing   system  for  research. 

Widely  diverse  research  prob- 
lems are  brought  into  numerical 
focus  so  their  elements  can  be 
handled  by  established  mathe- 
matical techniques.  Educational, 
engineering  or  psychological 
problems  become  mathematical 
problems,  which  emerge  as  sig- 
nificant statistics  by  means  of 
the  tremendous  speeds  of  the 
digital  computers. 

Northwestern  is  already  using 
computers  in  the  data  processing 
center  in  aiding  registration, 
testing,  fiscal  operations  and 
other  administrative  functions. 
The  new  equipment  can  also  be 
used  in  the  administration  of  the 
college. 
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Demons  Power  Past  Four  Straight 
Grid  Foes;  Set  New  School  Record 


Northwestern  made  1967  a  year 
to  remember  in  the  annals  of 
Demon  football  by  rolling  past 
its  first  four  opponents  and  set- 
ting a  new  school  record  of  14 
consecutive   victories. 

The  Demons  defeated  Hanover 
College  of  Indiana  49-0,  Louisi- 
ana College  55-6,  Northeast  State 
21-14  and  Pcnsacola  Navy  28-16 
to  extend  their  record-breaking 
streak,  which  goes  back  to  the 
1965  season. 

On  Oct.  21  NSC  met  arch-rival  j 
Louisiana  Tech  in  the  two  teams' 
annual     State     Fair     Classic     in 
Shreveport. 

Northwestern's  1939-40  football 
teams  won  13  straight  games  be- 
fore being  tied  7-7  by  Louisiana 
College  (1940)  and  the  1967  De- 
mons tied  that  mark  with  the 
victory  over  Northeast. 

Hanover  provided  the  opposi- 
tion in  the  first  battle  of  this 
campaign.  The  Panthers  came  to 
town  relatively  unknown,  except 
for  the  fact  that  they  had  every 
offensive  and  defensive  starter 
returning   from   their   1966   team. 

Coach  Glenn  Gossett  made  his 
debut  as  new  Demon  head  coach 
an  impressive  one  with  the  romp 
past  Hanover.  The  Demons'  great 
quarterbacking  combination  of 
Malcolm  Lewis  and  Donald  Guid- 
ry  joined  with  freshman  signal 
caller  Mike  Pool  for  four  touch- 
down passes  in  the  49-0  rout. 

Northwestern  struggled  to  a 
15-0  halftime  lead  against  the 
Panthers,  which  wrecked  the  In- 
diana visitors  with  a  34-point 
explosion  in  the  final  30  minutes 
of  play. 

With  the  school  record  in  sight, 
Gossett  took  his  Demons  to  Pine- 
ville  to  meet  Louisiana  College 
in  a  renewal  of  one  of  the  state's 
longest    collegiate    rivalries. 

This  time  NSC  scored  quickly, 
running  up  a  21-0  advantage  in 
the  first  quarter. 

The  Demons'  greatly  improved 
running  attack  provided  the 
power  against  the  Wildcats  as 
Gossett  emptied  the  bench  and 
seven  backs  got  in  on  the  scor- 
ing. Halfback  Kenny  Callens  was 
the  only  player  to  score  more 
than  one  TD  in  the  55-6  triumph. 

Northwestern  compiled  a 
whopping  410  yards  on  the 
ground  against  Louisiana  College. 

After  the  two  opening  lop- 
sided victories,  the  Demons  went 
after  their  13th  straight  against 
their  first  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence opponent  of  the  season, 
Northeast  State. 

The  Demons  and  Indians  were 
expected  to  run  neck  and  neck 
for  the  GSC  title  this  fall  and 
the  game  was  billed  to  mean  a 
possible  championship  for  the 
winner. 


Lewis  threw  a  seven  yard 
touchdown  pass  to  split  end  Jer- 
ry Mott  for  the  first  Demon 
score,  but  Northeast  came  right 
back  in  the  second  period  to 
make  it  7-7  at  halftime. 

Halfback  Vic  Nyvall,  one  of 
the  best  punt  returners  in  the 
nation,  streaked  81  yards  with  a 
punt  to  break  the  tie  in  the  third 
stanza  and  Guidry  scored  from 
the  two  to  provide  the  winning 
margin. 

Then  came  the  record-breaker. 

Former  Heisman  Trophy  win- 
ner Roger  Staubach  was  expect- 
ed to  give  the  Demons  a  real 
acid  test  when  Pensacola  Navy 
came  to  Demon  Stadium,  but  a 
recurring  ankle  injury  held  the 
former  Naval  Academy  great  to 
just  four  plays. 

Northwestern's  defense  sty- 
mied the  Goshawks  in  the  second 
half  while  Lewis,  Nyvall  and 
freshman  halfback  Al  Phillips 
provided  the   offense. 

The  Demons  have  had  a  suc- 
cessful first  half  of  the  1967  sea- 
son and  should  be  ready  to  give 
Troy  State  of  Alabama  plenty  of 
trouble  at  the  Homecoming  game 
Oct.  28.
